moft proper to begin with, by cheir afiftance ‘the 


to Logick, ag a necctlary introduétion to Philofophy, 
becaule it teaches us how to ule our Reafon ( and 
therefore is by fome called the Art of Reatoning ) 
bur. we hope we may be exculed ia giving our Judg- 
ment, fince that is allis asktotus; and we think Ma. 
thematicks wil] ferve us to thatend much better chun 
Logick ic felf, becanle they accultom our Realon re- 
ver to reit facisted but ia things thac are co vincing, 
and their procels being from the molt fimple Truths co 
the moft compound ones, it’s evident chat al] the Rules of 
Logick, or the barbarous Térms it is fluffed withal, will 
not give a hundredth part of chat advantage that may be 
received from Mathematicks. Nay, it might eafily be 
proved, that Logick is more probable to injure than to 
afiift our Keaton,,becaule having accuftomed our felves 
to it’s Rules, we rather depend upon them to deter- 
mine our Judgments, than permit our felves to exa- 
mine che true Reafon of things. And indeed all the 
lervice it can do us, is to help us co underitand thole 
that will rather make ufe of its terins in difpuration, 
than che molt fimple way of Reafoning.
